Shown to Greatly Increase the Yield 
Of Wheat 

Comparing sweet clover with 

as green manure crops,

very small cost, While the cost of 
seeding peas as a green manure is no 
small item. Furihermore, the use of 
peas as a green manure crop requires 
two ploughings during the treatment, 
whereas the ploughing under of sweet 
clover can .be done at only the addi- 
tional cost of seed over the ordinary 
bare fallow. 

The experiments also show that in 
those districts in which 
the prime requisite, sweet clover 
under when no 
higher than twelve inches. On 
other hand, where moisture is not the 
chief factor in profitabie production 
the clover should be allowed to grow 
to. 18 to 20 inches as the amount of 
nitrogen returned to the soil is in 
direct.proportion to the height of the 
crop when ploughed. 


Beet Sugar Industry

Southern Alberta 
The beet sugar industry in Southern 
Alberta is well along in the secona 
season of its operations with an area 
to beets of about 7,000 acres, with fav- 
orable conditions prevailing. Mark 
Austin, agricultural expert of the 
Utah-Idaho Sugar Company, parent of 
the \Canadian Sugar Factories, Lta., 
which built and is Operating the big 
Raymond, Alta., plant, stated after an 
inspection of beet lands that soil con- 
diiions were favorable. W hile 
some growers may be obliged to irrt- 
gate their wt land, this practice 1s 
not likely to pPove general.

Taking Necessary Steps to Form 
Organization in Manitoba 

Following the inter-provincial con- 
jference on co-operative livestock mar- 
keting at Regina, held a short time 
,ago, the United Farmers of Manitoba 
}liave taken steps to bring about the 
formation of a provincial organization 
for co-operative livestock 
similar to those already established or 
under way in Alberta and Saskaiche- 
wan. At the meeting of the central 
board of the assoclation on June 17, 
it was decided to call a meeting to 
be held in Winnipeg on August 5, of 
representatives of the U.F.M. locals 
which are co-operatively shipping and 
of organized shipping asso¢lations in 
Manitoba. This meeting will con- 
sider the question of getting co-opera- 
five livestock-marketing In Manitoba 
on a contract basis. Several U.F.M. 
locals and associations have already 
either established or taken steps to- 
wards establishing the use of the con- 
tract in their own lécats, and the idea 
of making use of the contract plan Is 
gaining favor in Manitoba, as has al- 
ready been the case in the other proy- 
inces, 

At the Regina conference it was ar- 
ranged to establish an inter-provincial 
committee on co-operative livestock 
marketing, one representative to be 
appointed from each province. Mr, A. 
J..M. Poole, president of the United 
Farmers of Manitob&, has been ap- 
pointed pro tem. to represent Mani- 
toba on that committee. He will act 
until the meeting of shipping assocfa- 
tion representatives on August 5 Is 
held, and that body will be asked to se- 
lect the representative to act after 
that date,

and brightened by personal familiarity after the subjects have been 
seen and admired. _ 

Long after the trip has been completed there will remain in the 
hearts of those who have made the journey the imprint of quiet valleys, 
wooded forests, and nature’s dignified solitude. As Edith Johnson 
sang of the Rocky Mountains: 

: Farther than vision ranges, 

Farther than eagles fly, 
Stretches the land of beauty, 

Arches the perfect sky, 
Remmed through the purple mists afar 
By peaks that ‘gleam like star on star. 


The trip to tne West covers the Muskoka distriet, and the world- | 


famous mining. region of Sudbury, Lake Superior is then skirted as far 
as Fort William, and thence to Winnipeg with a side trip to Winnipeg 


through the Gap, two almost vertical walls of dizzy heignt, strgaked and 
apped with snow and ice. Here we come to Banff, headquarters of 
he Rocky Mountains Park, a wonderful region of 2,751 sqvare miles 
ambracing rivers, lak néoble mountain ranges. 

From Banff to Windc:mere, 104 miles, the party pnder Professor 
Laird will go by automobile. Then from Windermere to Kootenay, 
hrough beautiful Kootenay Lake to Nelson. Leaving Nelson they pass 
hrough the Doukhobor country to Penticton, skirt Okanagan Lake, 
ross Fraser River at Hope and proceed to ‘Vancouver, After two days 
at Vancouver the party sails to Victoria, affording an opportunity of 
seeing the famous Crystal Gardens. 

Travelling back to the Fust the trip takes in the Fraser and Thomp- 
son River Canyons, and in especial the marvellous Lake Louise district. 
At the latter may Le seen the white smoke of avalanches that go thunder- 
ing down from the glacier four miles away. Lake Louise is about a 
mile anda quarter long and nearly half a mile wide. The Indians say 
its waters are distilled fron\ peacocks’ tails and paved with mother-of- 
pearl, and into them pour those wild blue waters whose colors are mixed 
on the palette of the glaciers. 

On the joutney back East the trip is varied by calls at Edmonton 
and Saskatoon, while the awe-inspiring Devil’s Gap near Kenora is also 
taken in. A full day is spent at each of these places. From Fort Wil- 
liam the party embarks on a Canadian Pacific steamboat on which they 
traverse Lakes Superior and Huron to Port MecNicoll’ whence a short 


| trip to Toronto ends the journey.
